I've tallied the our results for the NM QSO Party and here are the results: 


We worked 123 SSB contacts. 
We worked 144 PSK31 contacts. 


As SSB counts one contact and PSK31 counts as two, that brought us to a total of 267 contacts. 
We got a multiplier of two for operating at one hundred watts. 


We worked 27 New Mexico Counties, 34 U.S. States, 1 Canadian Province, and 6 DX countries (entities) (a total of 
twelve DX 
contacts). I've sent QSL cards to the twelve DX contacts via the ARRL Outgoing QSL Bureau. Hopefully, they will 
reciprocate. 


27 plus 34 plus | plus 6 yields a multiplier of 68. 
267 times 2 times 68 yields 36,312 points. 


That is a pretty decent score. Last year, we took first place in our category with a score of 46,720. The next highest 
score was 11,888. 


Our score this year is three times last year's second place score. That puts us in a pretty good position to win the plaque 
for first place again. 
The results are to be posted on the NM QSO Party Web page by June 12.
